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Annual  Report 

of  the  Board  of  Management  for  the  Year 

1926. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
a  Report  for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1926 — this  being 
the  151st  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board,  in  making  its  report,  is  pleased  to  record 
the  greatly  increased  use  which  is  made  of  the  Hospital’s 
services — as  portrayed  in  the  following  comparative  table  of

These  figures  convey  to  all  that  the  Institution  is  now 
taking  its  proper  position  in  the  County,  in  the  work  of  curing 
and  relieving  the  sick  and  suffering. 

The  average  stay  of  each  patient  during  the  year  is  27.5 
days,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  mean  average 
stay  of  patients  in  the  whole  of  England — if  due  allowance 
is  made  for  the  cases  treated  in  the  Orthopaedic  Department, 
in  which  department  the  stay  must  necessarily  be  of  long 
duration. 


COST  OF  TREATMENT. 

The  average  cost  of  each  In-Patient  per  week  is 
£2  8s.  4d.,  and  of  each  Out-Patient  attendance  1/-. 


FINANCE. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  still  causing 
concern,  and  the  problem  of  making  ordinary  income  meet 
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ordinary  expenditure  remains  to  be  solved — although  with 
the  coming  in  force  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  the  problem 
should  not  be  difficult  of  solution. 

Annual  Subscriptions  have  been  well  maintained,  like¬ 
wise  all  other  ordinary  revenues. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  following  generous

On  the  other  side  of  the  Account  a  large  increase  in 
expenditure  is  to  be  noted,  and  in  this  direction  a  note  should 
be  made  of  the  vast  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done — 
and  although  an  actual  credit  balance  is  absent,  the  Hospital 
has  built  up  a  big  moral  credit  in  its  services  to  the  public, 
and  the  Board  consider  that  the  expense  involved  has  thereby 
been  fully  justified. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  mention  was  made  of  the 
early  introduction  of  a  Contributory  Scheme.  A  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  formed  to  administer  the  Scheme,  with  Mr. 
Geo.  Nayler  as  Honorary  Chairman  and  Director — to  whom 
all  praise  is  due  for  his  untiring  energy  and  devotion  to  the 
work  of  making  the  scheme  successful.  The  Scheme  is  now 
an  accomplished  fact  and  was  launched  in  the  City  on  11th 
October,  1926,  and  in  the  County  on  1st  January,  1927. 

The  reception  of  the  Scheme,  so  far,  has  been  most 
gratifying  :  more  than  6,000  members  have  been  registered. 
Although  it  is  early  days,  it  is  hoped  that  this  number  will 
greatly  increase  and  the  Scheme  prove  the  means  of  very 
materially  increasing  the  much  needed  revenue. 

IMPROVEMENTS,  Etc. 

In  February  the  Orthopaedic  Department  was  opened 
as  a  special  Department,  Dr.  R.  Wood  Power  being  ap¬ 
pointed  as  Hon.  Surgeon  in  charge — and  valuable  work  has 
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been  carried  out.  As  the  work  increased,  it  became  necessary 
to  erect  a  separate  open-air  ward  and,  through  the  generosity 
of  friends,  the  Hospital  now  possesses  a  modern  and  well- 
equipped  Orthopaedic  Ward,  capable  of  accommodating 
16  patients  under  ideal  conditions. 

A  new  High  Tension  Transformer,  together  with  other 
more  modern  appliances,  have  been  added  to  the  X-Ray 
Department,  at  a  cost  of  £716 — providing  a  very  necessary 
adjunct  to  the  Hospital  in  the  requisite  immediate  treatment 
of  patients. 

In  May  the  Board  decided  to  authorise  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  to  appoint  an  Assessor  in  order  to  proceed  with  the 
plans  for  reconstruction  of  the  buildings,  and  to  call  for 
Specifications  and  Estimates.  The  Royal  Society  of  British 
Architects  nominated  Mr.  C.  E.  Elcock,  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  21, 
Northumberland  Avenue,  W.C.,  as  Assessor,  and  a  limited 
Competition  for  designs  having  been  decided  upon,  six  well- 
known  Hospital  Architects  have  been  invited  to  submit 
drawings,  etc.,  in  competition.  The  work  involved  is  as 
referred  to  in  the  previous  Report  of  the  Board. 

HONORARY  STAFF— APPOINTMENTS,  Etc. 

Mr.  R.  Wood  Power,  F.R.C.S.I.,  having  relinquished  his 
appointment  of  Resident  House  Surgeon  in  February,  was 
unanimously  appointed  on  the  Honorary  Staff  as  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Butler,  who  for  seven  years  served  the  Hospital 
faithfully  as  an  Honorary  Surgeon,  resigned  on  31st  December, 
1926,  and  Mr.  R.  Wood  Power  was  appointed  by  the  Board 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Dr.  Butler  has  been  appointed  an 
Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing  demands  in  the 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department,  the  Board  unanimously 
appointed  Major  J.  B.  Cavenagh,  M.C.,  as  Honorary  Surgeon 
in  charge,  and  Dr.  I.  W.  MacGregor  as  Honorary  Assistant 
Surgeon. 

SPECIAL  EFFORTS. 

In  April,  Mrs.  Leslie  Tompson  organised  with  great 
success  an  “  Egg  Day  ”  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital,  no  less 
than  13,000  eggs  arriving  at  the  Institution  as  the  result  of 
her  efforts — and  the  Board’s  most  sincere  thanks  are  due  to 
this  lady  for  her  kindness.

The  ladies  connected  with  the  Ladies’  Linen  League 
must  be  congratulated  upon  the  great  success  achieved,  their 
efforts  providing  the  Hospital  with  linen,  etc.,  to  the  value 
of. £125  17s.  lOd. 

“  Pound  Days  ”  were  celebrated  in  the  City  and  County 
in  October,  and  no  less  than  4  tons  of  groceries,  etc.,  valued, 
at  Hospital  contract  prices,  at  £250  15s.  6d.,  were  received. 

GENERAL. 

The  Board  deplore  the  loss,  by  death,  of  a  valued  member 
(Mr.  T.  A.  King),  who  for  many  years  rendered  yeoman  service 
to  the  Hospital. 

The  Nurses  have  again  given  proof  of  the  value  of  the 
training  and  tuition  that  they  receive  at  the  Hospital  from 
the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs,  by  the  successes  gained  at  the 
examinations  conducted  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  of 
England.  All  nurses  entering  the  examination  have  satisfied 
the  examiners  and  have  received  their  certificates.
